12 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
13 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

16 A PERSON THAT SELLS, DISTRIBUTES, OR OTHERWISE DISPOSES OF ANY DRUG,

17 MEDICINE, COSMETIC, FOOD, FOOD ADDITIVE, OR MEDICAL DEVICE MAY NOT, IN ANY
18 ACTION BROUGHT UNDER § 11-209 OF THE COMMERCIAL LAW ARTICLE, ASSERT ASA
19 DEFENSE THAT THE PERSON DID NOT DEAL DIRECTLY WITH THE PLAINTIFF.

20 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
21 October 1, 2004.
